The Camberwell comedian revels in news of a cinema for the area, but 
can we hang on to some of our favourite south London institutions? 


H ello good burghers of south London. 

Good news - there really is going to 
be a cinema down Lordship Lane! 
There are men in hats measuring 
and everything. It’s all systems go and I for one 
cannot wait to sit in the dark watching something 
clever with subtitles. 

In the meantime, talking about entertainment, 

I had yet another life-affirming night down at 
The Royal Vauxhall Tavern watching my old 
mate, the Australian singing, dancing Ken-doll 
that is Bob Down. 

Now, watching a middle- 
aged man prance about 
crooning medleys of hits from 
the 70s while dressed in a 
polyester safari suit might not 
sound like your cup of tea, 
but I assure you, it is. 

I love the Royal Vauxhall 
Tavern. The long-established 
home of drag and cutting edge 
performance art, it has been 
south London’s premier gay 
‘nitespot’ for years. It’s a 
proper grubby pub with the performance heart 
of the Albert Hall. The lame curtains may have 
seen better days (haven’t we all?), but as long as 
there’s music, a mirror ball and a smoke machine, 
who cares? I have never left that place without 
a big fat grin on my face, which is why I worry 
for its future. 

Please can we get the place listed? It’s 150 
years old, its roots originate from when The 
Vauxhall Pleasure Gardens were in full swing 
and it’s a London landmark, but it’s dangerously 
close to where they are going rather glass-flats- 


and-contemporary-office-block mad. I’ve 
never seen buildings rear up so quickly as the 
developments from Vauxhall to Battersea. 
Suddenly there is no sky on our side of the river 
as a complete glossy new mini city emerges. 

Don’t get me wrong, I’m all for regeneration 
in south London, God knows we’ve been waiting 
long enough, and it’s great to see the new Nandos 
and Dirty Burger by the bus garage, but are we 
in danger of losing our slightly down-at-heel 
charm? Personally I’m horrified at the 
transformation of Battersea Power Station into 
yet more luxury - ie 
unaffordable - flats. Everything 
is so high, so shiny... so 
please, God Save The Royal 
Vauxhall Tavern, the last 
unpolished Victorian gem in an 
ever-disappearing Sarf London. 

In other news, now that I’m 
off tour and supposedly writing 
another novel, I’m delighting 
in finding all sorts of new 
distractions. My favourite is 
standing on Lordship Lane, 
closing my eyes for two seconds and then 
opening them to find another patisserie has 
opened. I’m also working my way through this 
summer’s must-reads. Eimear McBride’s A Girl 
is a Half-Formed Thing won the Baileys prize 
for fiction earlier this summer, it deconstructs 
writing as we know it and is brilliant but slightly 
monotonous. I’d have given the prize to Donna 
Tartt’s The Goldfinch. Do look out for the new 
Sarah Waters - she of Fingersmith fame - novel, 
The Paying Guests. It’s set in Camberwell and is 
available from all good local bookshops now.

T inie Tempah walks into our meeting wearing a sharp 
Burberry parka, tapered black trousers from Zara, 
a black ribbed top from Cos, black ponyskin slip-on 
deck shoes by Celine and a tasteful gold watch that 
looks like it probably cost more than my car. He is far more 
handsome without his glasses on, with striking almond eyes 
and chiselled cheekbones that get lost behind the oversized 
specs - which he doesn’t actually need. 

T was in Brick Lane market one day and they were selling 
all these cheap specs for a fiver. I liked the big frames so 
I started wearing them,’ he says. ‘This was before I even 
had a record deal. People said they looked good on me so 
I started buying way more expensive frames by Cutler and 
Gross and Ray-Ban, and it became my trademark.’ 

Tinie knew from the start that he wanted to be different 
from other rappers. As he grew into his teens, the grime 
scene was thriving in London, a new strain of hip hop that 
was emphatically British and talked about life on urban 
housing estates such as the Aylesbury in Peckham, south 


London, where Tinie - then plain Patrick Okogwu - lived 
until he was 12. Artists such as So Solid Crew and Dizzee 
Rascal seemed to be talking directly to him, and they dressed 
like their audiences too. 

Later, when Patrick became Tinie Tempah and began 
performing as a rapper, he started thinking about this, and 
how he wanted to present himself with a little more 
showmanship. ‘I was the same age as most of my audience 
and I came from a similar background. Nothing was 
separating me from being the guy on stage and the guy in 
the front row if I’m wearing the same. So I started paying 
attention to style and going to shops I’d never gone to before, 
like Selfridges and Harvey Nichols, and spending a little bit 
more money on things that shimmered, or had a sheen, extra 
length - just things that were a little bit different.’ 

His parents had come to London from Nigeria and worked 
hard, instilling a strong work ethic in their four children. ‘My 
mum used to sell clothes. She’d get lace from Switzerland 
and organza and jacquard and sequins and take it to a tailor >

to make into dresses and stuff. So I’ve always appreciated 
materials.’ The family trips back to Nigeria were also an 
influence, introducing him to bold colours and prints. 

By the time he was 12, his parents had prospered enough 
to buy a house in the leafier, more mixed suburb of 
Plumstead, and Tinie’s music reflects the two worlds he grew 
up in, mixing tough urban beats with middle-of-the-road 
power ballads and shameless pop hooks. 

Hip hop is all about keeping it real, and Tinie knew from 
the start he couldn’t live in the suburbs and come up with the 
same gritty urban subject matter many of his peers favoured. 
Instead, he raps about what he knows: girls and partying, 
clothes and - more recently - taking tea at Claridge’s. He 
also has a sharp ear for English idioms he can use to comic 
effect. In his breakthrough hit Pass Out, he boasted that T’ve 
got so many clothes I have to keep some at my aunt’s house’. 
This was followed by a string of hits including the 
worldwide smash Written in the Stars, and a debut album, 
Disc-Overy, that garnered him two Brit awards and sold 
more than a million copies. 

Now, he keeps his clothes 
in custom-built closets in his 
east London apartment. On his 
latest album Demonstration, 
he’s not shy about his success. 

4 1 be putting on the pounds,’ 
he brags tongue-in-cheek, 'but 
I ain’t gaining no weight.’ 

I ask when he realised he 
could afford to step into a 
whole new level of style, and 
he says it was probably when 
he first went into Louis 
Vuitton’s imposing New Bond 
Street store. 'That was the first 
time I started spending quite 
extravagantly. But then you 
realise that ultimately, it’s all 
the same items of clothing. 

Everyone needs a pair of 
trousers, a nice shirt, a T-shirt, 
a leather jacket, a bomber 
jacket, a trenchcoat, a mac. 

But depending on where you 
go to buy them, you’ll get 
different material, different texture, different stitching. 

‘You also start to see how the high-street stores copy 
styles from the designers. You’d see something in Zara or 
Topshop, and be like, “Hang on! They’ve obviously copied 
that off Balmain.” That’s when I started to feel that I knew 
what I was doing.’ Now he talks fashion like a pro. Dior is 
always a good fit for him, he says, and he is a big fan of 
Burberry outerwear, and Junya Watanabe’s designs for 
Comme des Gargons. 

By 2012 he had topped GQ’s best-dressed list, and 
became an ambassador for the newly launched London 
Collections: Men, and a front row presence at many of the 
shows. 'Fashion shows made me realise that art has many 
different forms, and they’re styling the clothes in a very 
particular way. There’s the same sort of detail you put into 
making a [music] show, except they only have a few minutes 
to make an impact, to blow someone’s mind. I love it now.’

It is a sign of Time’s 
broad appeal that Prince 
William is also a big fan.

Tinie started touring with the new album earlier this year 
and spent the summer whipping the festival crowd into a 
frenzy, appearing at Wireless on the same billing as Pharrell 
Williams and Kanye West, as well as multiple dates in Ibiza. 
Together with his cousin and manager Dumi Oburota, he has 
also set up a group of companies branded as Disturbing 
London and they now manage a stable of British acts 
including East London-raised singer Jessie J. There’s also a 
Disturbing London fashion label, and wherever Tinie travels 
he meets young designers to talk about collaborations. 

Tinie is in this for the long term, and he’s still full of 
ambition. ‘I don’t feel limited, I don’t feel restricted as a 
rapper. I want to engage as many different consumers as 
possible. Naturally. I want to be the biggest artist I can be.’

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THE COST OF 
SEPARATION

Dulwich, on how to manage the financial burden of divorce and separation 


W hether married 

or not, separating 
from your partner 
can be one 

of the most challenging 
experiences in anyone's life. 

No one enters into a relationship 
contemplating its end and 
concerns over the family home 
and the children have a deep 
emotional impact. Often, these 
emotions are aggravated by concerns over 
the financial cost of separation, including 
legal fees. 

Divorce can cost a few thousand pounds 
but reaching a final financial settlement can 
cost significantly more. Where circumstances 
are particularly acrimonious the costs of 
court proceedings can run into tens of 
thousands of pounds.

T he London Design Festival 

celebrates its 12th birthday this 
year with a capital-wide 
celebration of creativity running 
from 13-21 September.

The team behind Designer Drapes, established on Tenge High Street 
nearly 30 years ago, on longevity and changing fashions 



i an and Judy Barrington, who set up 
Designer Drapes on Penge High Street 
27 years ago, put their success down to 
a combination of an exceptional team, 
striving for customer satisfaction and ensuring 
value for money, in part thanks to their onsite 
workroom. 

Ian and Judy also take pleasure in getting 
involved in the community. Judy is the Chair 
of the Penge Traders Association, and they 
both involve themselves with local projects 
and even get their hands dirty in the 
community clean-up campaigns. 

Things are always changing in soft furnishings 
and Ian and Judy pride themselves in keeping 
up with trends. Long gone are net curtains, for 
example, replaced with voile roller blinds or 
panels which achieve the same levels of 
privacy but in a more stylish, minimal fashion. 
The credit crunch also made clients more price 
conscious. Roman blinds are popular as they 
look good but use less fabric than curtains. 

Also, interlining curtains helps insulate your 
windows in the winter and blackout lining not 
only helps stop the light, but also works as a 
thermal barrier to help reduce heating bills. 

Probably the largest growth area in the soft 
furnishing field is the increasing popularity of 


plantation shutters, which can create 
either a contemporary or a traditional 
look. They provide privacy and light 
control, as each panel can be adjusted 
independently, as well as sound and heat 
insulation. Shutters can be made to suit 
most window shapes, including bay 
windows, curved, arched or angled 
shapes. They can even be rounded for a 
porthole and made for Velux windows. 

The most popular colour is white, but they 
can be custom painted to virtually any 
colour. Shutters require very little 
maintenance and are easy and quick to 
clean, making them excellent for anyone 
with dust allergies. 

This year has seen new legislation regarding 
the child safety aspects of blinds and curtain 
tracks - the Make It Safe campaign. This has 
led to major changes in the blind industry and 
Designer Drapes has since become a member 
of the British Blind and Shutter Association 
(BBSA) in order to be compliant with the new 
regulations. The campaign aims to raise the 
awareness of the potential strangulation 
danger posed by loops and cords, and to 
move cots and furniture away from windows 
to stop children playing with the cords.

I ’ve found a new happy 
place: The Patch in East 
Dulwich. What was once 
The Mag at the top of 
Lordship Lane has been 
transformed by Arnold 
Reicher and his team into 
something that sits between a 
gastropub and a fine dining 
restaurant. Together with 
Franklins, The Palmerston and ToastEd, 
it forms an allegiance of superb dining 
experiences on Lordship Lane. 

The ambience is spot on here. That low, 
lovely candlelight that makes everybody 
look slightly ethereal (or is that the wine?), 
that bustling vibe that’s the product of a 
busy open kitchen and a set of chatty diners, 
and swift, affable staff keeping everything 
moving. And the food is really impressive. 

I started with a crab broth flavoured with 
ginger, lemongrass and chilli. Fragrant and 
filling, it’s right up there with the lobster 
bisque I once had at the Lobster Pot in 
Kennington, which has remained at the top of my favourite 
dishes list for years. By happy accident it matched the glass 
of Le Rose du Lyonnat, Bordeaux Rose - very pale pink, 
dry and delicate - pretty much perfectly. I’d originally 
ordered a glass of the Rioja Blanco, but sadly they were out.

The waiter swiftly delivered 
samples of similar wines 
though, the rose and a 
Muscadet, from a well- 
curated wine list of French 
and Italian wines. My friend 
ordered the confit of chicken 
and wild mushroom terrine with summer 
pea puree that, served on a square of black 
slate with an edible flower looked far too 
pretty eat, but was far too delicious not to. 

I followed up with Cornish black bream 
with mussels and clams on a bed of squid 
ink linguine - full on, filling and fantastic - 
while he had seared Hereford beef, served 
medium rare, with a truffle and chive new 
potato finished with Doombar. Superb. 

In an effort not to be hugely greedy, we 
shared an out-of-this-world pear frangipan 
tart with sea-salt caramel ice cream for 
dessert. On the whole, dinner at The Patch 
is an experience I’d very much like to repeat, and with a 
fortnightly-changing menu, you can do so regularly while 
continuing to discover delicious new dishes.

There's a new Headmaster taking over this September at Eltham College, 
and Guy Sanderson tells Mark Kebble he wants to build on a unique ethos 


I arrive at Eltham 
College to meet 
the new incoming 
Headteacher and am 
greeted by a cacophony of 
activity: a cricket match, 
rugby team photos, a 
swimming gala... ‘Here 
it’s not an either/or,’ smiles Guy 
Sanderson when I put this to him, 

‘it’s academic and extra-curricular, 
and excellence in both areas. There 
is nothing like a really broad extra¬ 
curricular programme for teaching 
resilience, building character and 
teamwork. That complements the 
outstanding academic programme here 
that really stretches each student so 
that we bring out the best in everyone.’ 

Guy is a joy to talk to and is 
remarkably calm considering he will 
be taking over from existing Head Paul 
Henderson after 14 years of huge 
success, recently culminating in record 
A-Level results and an outstanding ISI 
report. ‘The joy is that having got to 
know Paul well over the past two 
years, we pretty much share the same 
ethos and values and vision for the 
college,’ Guy says. ‘It is intimidating 
in the sense that I am following on 


from someone really successful, but 
it’s not intimidating because I don’t 
need to change things radically.’ 

It’s the school’s wonderful 
achievements academically and on the 
extra-curricular front that’s at the heart 
of Guy’s approach to education. ‘It’s 
not unusual to hear Heads talking 
about academic excellence in school,’ 
he starts, ‘and then it’s also not 
unusual to hear other Heads talking 
about how fantastic the pastoral care is 
or the co-curricular programme is. 
What’s genuinely rare is to find a 
school where that all happens and 
Eltham College is different in that 
sense. That’s because of the size - it’s 
a medium-sized school, so we know 
all the boys, know all the girls in the 
Sixth Form, and there is a real strong 
sense of individual care.’ 

We talk about some pretty amazing 
stories featuring Eltham College 
individuals, with my personal favourite 
being the one regarding a student 
working on an actual rocket launch. 
Not make-believe - an actual one. 

‘The school will never become so 
large that we don’t know individuals, 
that will never happen,’ Guy insists. 
‘We build a timetable each year around 


individual students because we are 
small enough that we can do that. 

‘Teaching has always been about 
enthusing individuals,’ Guy concludes. 
‘There’s a former pupil I taught who 
is now a History teacher here, Mark 
Chesterton. I can still tell you what 
his essay scores were and what he 
was like in class!’ It’s perhaps not a 
surprise, considering how this visit has 
gone, that as soon as we leave the 
meeting room we bump into Mark 
Chesterton overseeing a class. It’s 
almost too good to be true, but that’s 
Eltham College for you.
